Dates delay to hurt 
Arlington track? 


If delays in granting racing dates 


extend past Jan. 17, Arlington Park 
Race Track may have "serious prob- 
lems" in securing horses for the up- 
coming season, a race track official 
said Sunday. > 


"There could be an awful lot of 


trouble," said the official, who asked 
to r e m a i n anonymous. "Getting 
horses takes a long time." 


The Illinois Racing Board will meet 


Jan. 17. Racing dates will be awarded 
if the Illinois General Assembly as- 
sures the board that action will be 
taken on $2.1 million funding to oper- 
ate the board for the year. 


THE BOARD released harness rac- 


ing dates through January for Aurora 
Downs, Balmoral Park and downstate 
Cahokia Downs. 


Dates are supposed to be set by 


Dec. 1 for the following year. But the 
board recessed its dates hearings 
Nov. 22 and permitted the deadline to 
pass. 


Board members have said sched- 


uling is impossible until operational 
funds are granted. "The General As- 
sembly adjourned Nov. 21 without tak- 
ing action on the board's request and 
is slated to resume Jan. 14. 


Arlington Park officials have re- 


quested a 150-da> thoroughbred rac- 
ing session from May 3 to Oct. 23. The 
official said, "This could delay us in 
our 
missionary 
work for getting 


horses." 


He said the upcoming season is an 


important one for Illinois race tracks. 
"This will be a whole new era for rac- 
ing in Illinois." 


THE OFFICIAL said under a new 


state law which goes into effect Jan.l, 
there will be more money available 
for race purses and capital improve- 


ments. He estimated there may be as 
much as $1.5 million extra to put to- 
ward purses. 


The larger purses would draw the 


"good" horses, he said. 


He added it was important to start 


selling the idea of bigger purses ear- 
ly.

Pace of recession recovery slows 


"He looks real." 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The pace 


of recovery from the recession is 
slowing. 


Economists expected it to slow — it 


could not long sustain its breakneck 
speed of the early autumn — but 
there are signs that something more 
serious than mere moderation has set 
in. 


This is the picture which emerges 


from a mixed set of economic statis- 
tics from recent weeks. Unemploy- 
ment fell from 8.6 to 8.3 per cent, a 
sharp drop, and down significantly 
from the recession's peak of 9.2 per 
cent in May. But total employment, a 
more significant indication of the na- 
tion's economic health, also declined. 


On the inflation front, another mix- 


ed picture: the cost of living, reflec- 
ting consumer prices, rose when last 
measured, in October, at a sharp 
rate. But wholesale prices, in Novem- 
ber, recorded a zero change — mainly 
because volatile food prices declined 
enough to offset increases in industri- 
al prices. 


The index of economic indicators, 


which is intended to foretell the econ- 


omy's future path, declined in Octo- 
ber, for the second straight month. 


Here is a summary of the latest fig- 


ures: 


• UNEMPLOYMENT: Unemploy- 


ment fell 0.3 per cent to 8.3 per cent 
in November — the sharpest decline

Much to Mrs. Gscheidle's surprise, 
she received a phone call from the 
network last month asking if she 
would be available for an appearance. 


She'll make the all-expense paid 


trip to California soon and hopes the 
show will be aired sometime during 
Christmas week although the exact 
date has not been set. She plans to 
use the money she will be paid to cov- 
er the cost of a new $300 Santa suit, a 
copy of the one worn by Bing Crosby 
in the movie "White Christmas."

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Ford pays tribute to U.S. 
war dead at Pearl Harbor 


HONOLULU, (UPI) - 
President 


Ford paid tribute to U.S. war dead 
Sunday and pledged that Americans 
"will never drop our guard nor uni- 
laterally dismantle our defenses" in 
the search for durable peace in Asia 
and th« world. 


In a wreath-laying ceremony at the 


watery grave of the battleship Ari- 
zona at Pearl Harbor and in a speech 
at the University of Hawaii's East- 
West Center, the President declared 
the United States will remain a 
strong, active influence in the Pacific 
to promote peace and political stabil- 
ity. 


Several hundred persons greeted 


Ford on his arrival at Hickam Field 
from the Philippines on a bright, 
warm tropical morning exactly 34 
years after the surprise Japanese air 
attack that killed 2,280 Americans, 
devastated the U.S. Pacific fleet and 
swept the United States into World 
War II. 


"We Americans must and will use 


our moral leadership and our mate- 


pal strength to bring the Pacific com- 
munity — and the world — little by 
little, year by year, closer and closer 
to real and reliable peace,1' he said at 
the Arizona war memorial. 


Ford, who was a Navy lieutenant in 


the Pacific during the war, vowed to 
"build a safer and saner world" and 
asked rhetorically: "Why do young 
men have to die? Could they not live 
for their country?" 


On the last stop of his 27,000-mile 


tour of the Far East, including four 
days in China, before returning to 
Washington on Monday the Presi- 
dent's reference to U.S. military vigil- 
ance acquired added significance with 
word that the Soviet Union had sig- 
naled a willingness to explore com- 
promises to reach a new arms control 
agreement with Washington. 


"We who remember Pearl Harbor 


will never drop our guard, nor uni- 
laterally dismantle our defenses," 
Ford said at the Arizona memorial. 


Secretary of State Henry Kissinger 


was expected to confere soon with So- 
viet Communist chairman Leonid 


Brezhnev in Moscow on possible ways 
to break the arms control deadlock. 


Kissinger and George Bush, the 


U.S. liaison chief in Peking, flew to 
Tokyo Sunday to inform Japanese 
Prime Minister Takeo Miki and For- 
eign Minister Kiichi Miyazawa on the 
results of Ford's.China visit. 


Before he left Manila, Ford and 


Philippines President Ferdinand Mar- 
cos agreed to a joint, high-level study 
of Filipino claims to sovereignty over 
Clark Air Base and Subic Bay naval 
base, two strategically important U.S. 
military installations in the western 
Pacific. 


Marcos said Ford's visit "contrib- 


uted a great deal to the settlement of 
the fears of Asian nations about being 
abandoned" by the United States after 
the fall of Indochina, and confusion 
over how far to build their own eco- 
nomic and military defenses against 
threats of aggression. 


"We believe in an effective pres- 


ence of the United States in the west- 
ern Pacific ... to maintain peace," 
Marco told Ford.

N. Viets 'duped1 U.S.: MIA delegation 


A U.S. congressional delegation was "charmed and duped" by 


North Vietnam into believing there are no American servicemen 
still held captive, a group seeking the return of missing soldiers 
charged Sunday. The North Vietnamese Saturday turned over the 
ashes of three servicemen who died in the North and told a con- 
gressional delegation in Paris there are no Americans left in Viet- 
namese prisons. Earl P. Hopper, executive director of the National 
League of Families of American Prisoners and Missing in South- 
east Asia, said the MIA group could "not accept the word of the 
Communists that they are not holding any more Americans, alive 
or dead." 


Knight newspaper heir murdered 


John S. Knight III, 30, an heir to the Knight newspaper fortune, 


was beaten and stabbed to death in his downtown Philadelphia 
apartment Sunday in what police said was an apparent robbery 
attempt. Detectives said three men were believed to have broken 
into Knight's apartment on Rittenhouse Square. It was not imme- 
diately learned if anything had been taken from his home. 


U.N. to view Israel condemnation 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (UPI) — 


The Security Council reconvenes Mon- 
day to discuss whether to condemn Is- 
rael for its air attacks on Palestinian 
camps in Lebanon last week, a move 
that may be cut short by a U.S. veto. 


The council agreed last Thursday to 


allow the Palestine Liberation Organi- 
zation to take part in the debate, a 
decision that prompted an Israeli boy- 
cott of the meeting. 


A draft resolution introduced by the 


council's nonaligned members Friday 
would have the council condemn Is- 
r a e 1' s "premeditated air attacks 
against Lebanon" and ask it to "des- 
ist forthwith from all military at- 
tacks" against the neighboring nation. 


It also would warn Israel that if 


such attacks were repeated the coun- 
cil would consider taking unspecified 
"appropriate steps and measures" 
against the Jewish state. •• 


U.S. ambassador Daniel P. Moyni- 


han told the council Friday that the 
United States would support a resolu- 
tion condemning "all acts of violence 
in the Middle East," not just those by 
Israelis. 


Diplomats said Moynihan's state- 


ment represented a strong hint that 
the United States would use its veto 
against the resolution. 


Moynihan, who Thursday called the 


PLO an "amorphous terrorist organi- 
zation," said the United States de- 
plores the loss of all innocent human 
life "whether it occurs from the acts 
of organized groups or of govern- 
ments."' 


In a television interview Sunday 


Moynihan said the Israeli raids on 
Palestine enclaves in Lebanon has not 
helped the peace effort in the Middle 
East. 


"Certainly, violence on either side 


has never helped that peace setting," 
he said in a television interview 


(ABC's "Issues and Answers). 


"The situation is not better in the 


aftermath of the raids. It was not bet- 
ter in the aftermath of the terrorist 
attacks inside Israel, which led to the 
raids," he said. 


Moynihan also said that Israel told 


the United States that "in no sense 
did those raids respond to actions 
here in the United Nations." 


"They responded to terrorist actions 


inside Israel," Moynihan said. "It was 
a response in kind." 


"I cannot imagine that the Israeli 


government, a democratic society, a 
humane society, would strike out in 
that manner because of resolutions 
taken here or speeches made here," 
he answered a question on whether 
the Israeli raids were a response to 
the Zionism racism resolution or the 
presence of members of the Palesti- 
nian Liberation Organization in the 
Security Council Middle East debate. 


The U.S. Ambassador to the U.N. 


also referred to charges of Soviet In- 
filtration in Africa and said: "What 
the United States ought not do, and 
we are not doing is remain silent 
about it." 


"There is a curious number of 


people over in that U.N. building who 
will yell and scream about the fact 
that the United States has two Coast 
Guard stations in the Virgin Islands, 
but it's curiously silent about ex- 
peditionary force in Angola," he said. 


Moynihan said the United Nations is 


"worth saving." 


"The U.N. is going to be there," he 


said. "The question is what role do we 
play in it, and it's our view that we 
have to play a constructive one, and 
when we're under attack, we have to 
respond in a sensible way to attacks 
upon us," he said. 


Also appearing on the show was 


singer Pearl Bailey, who recently was 
named a special adviser to the U.S. 
delegation at the U.N.

Congress set to save* N.Y. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Congress, 


moving into the last two weeks of the 
session, is ready to rescue New York 
City from bankruptcy and 
ram

vetoes by President Ford. 


Congressional approval of $2.3 bil- 


lion-over 30 months in direct federal 
loans to salvage New York, tailored to 
Ford's demands, is a certainty.

A comprehensive tax revision pack- 


age, which continues the $12 billion 
personal income tax reduction due to 
expire Jan. 1, has cleared the House. 
Ford said he would veto it unless the 
bill carries a spending ceiling.

London police nk demands by IRA 


LONDON (UPI) — Police vowed 


Sunday not to yield to the demands of 
four trapped Irish Republican Army 
gunmen for a plane and safe passage 
to Ireland in exchange for two hos- 
tages. The'IRA men are believed re- 
sponsible for the deaths of more than 
two dozen persons in the London area. 


"The only chance is that they come 


out with their hands up," said police 
commander William Fleming. "The 
negotiations will be conducted on our 
terms."

Policemen occupied every floor of 


the besieged 
four-story downtown 


apartment block except tha second 
where the IRA gunmen were holding 
a middle-aged couple. 


Negotiations were going on via a 


special telephone lowered to the gun- 
men from the roof. 


The four men were chased into the 


Dorset square apartment of Mr. and 
Mrs. John Mathews amid a hail of 
gunfire Saturday night. They told 
Scotland Yard by telephone that they 
were IRA and wanted a plane to fly 
them to Ireland. 


"They are not going anywhere and 


are not getting any plane to Ireland," 
deputy assistant police commissioner 
Ernest Bond said. . . 


"I'm reasonably satisfied that these 


men are the cell we have been looking 
for, responsible for the outrages over 
the last 18 months . . . 


Mathews, 54, and his wife, Sheila, 


53, were reported safe, but Bond de- 
scribed her as "a little nervous ... 


Hundreds of policemen cordoned off 


the Dorset square neighborhood, near 
Regents Park and Baker Street, and 
brought in 'marksmen, dog handlers 
and sophisticated listening equipment 
to eavesdrop on the apartment. 


Searchlights were trained on the 


second floor windows through the 
night, a tactic to keep the gunmen 
awake and begin the psychological 
breakdown process. The gunmen left 
the Mathews' telephone off the hook 
during the night but, when the police 
called in the morning, said "we'll see 
about" releasing the hostages while 
repeating the demand for a plane. 


The siege was the result of a police 


operation that blanketed London's 
posh West End with uniformed and 
plainclothes patrols in an attempt to 
trap the IRA bombers where they 
have been striking most. 


When two shots were fired from a 


stolen car at Scott's restaurant, where 
one person was killed and 17 were 
wounded in a bombing Oct. 29, the pw- 
lice gave chase. 


One police car rammed the fleeing 


vehicle, forcing its occupants to flee 
on foot into the Mathews apartment in 
a flurry of bullets. 


No one was hurt. One passerby, ar- 


nested as an IRA suspect when be ran 
away, was later released.

Tiny Texas town 
would rather 
switch than pay 


BRIDGEPORT, Tex. (UPD - The 


3,600 townspeople of this rural North 
Texas community think things may be 
a little sunnier now that the electric 
company is leaving town. 


They even consider the action by 


Texas Power and Light Co. a favor. 
' "TP&L made us think about wheth- 
er we were going in the right direc- 
tion," City Mgr. Maury Brown said. 
"We had to ask, 'Is there an alterna- 
tive to having to pay TP&L's increas- 
ing prices? Well, we think there is." 


Last month the electric company 


threatened to turn off the city's power 
by late 1978 unless a sizeable rate in- 
crease was instituted immediately. 
The city refused. 


"TP&L SLAPPED our hands as a 


way of telling all the other cities they 
serve (247), 'You guys don't get out of 
line,' " said Councilman Jack 
Van- 


devimer, who led the fight against the 
rate increase. 


There was some momentary panic 


and a lot of anger. But that changed 
swiftly. 


Solar King Inc. of Reno, Nev., told 


the city it was willing to construct a 
solar-powered electric generator to 
meet Bridgeport's needs. All the city 
had to do was provide the land for the 
plant. 


If the proposal becomes a reality, 


then Bridgeport's electric costs could 
stay the same for up to 15 years, 
while light bills in other North Texas 
cities likely will skyrocket. 


Brown said he was skeptical of the 


program at first, but then he called 
the federal Energy Research and De- 
velopment Administration. 


"I WANTED to know, 'are we out of 


our minds to consider this? Is the 
technology ready?' They said, 'Yes, 
it's ready. Definitely.' " 


Brown said the agency even offered 


help, both financially and technically. 


The sun-run plant uses flat plate so- 


lar collectors to heat water. The hot 
water in turn heats liquid silicon that 
runs a hydraulic engine and an elec- 
tric generator. 


It is expected to cost about $4 mil- 


lion and will need approximately 600 
square feet of solar collectors to run 
three 2,000 horsepower engines. Three 
1-million gallon water tanks are also 
needed. 


According to Solar King Pres. Brian 


Pardo, a 97-hour reserve could tide 
Bridgeport through the dim, cloudy 
days of January. 


There are other means to furnish 


power to Bridgeport. The city is lo-' 
cated atop the Fort Worth Basin, a 
geological area which is the site of a 
miniboom in natural gas. 


"We've had gas people tell us they 


would sell us all the gas we want," 
Brown said. "But it's no use tying 
onto something that's diminishing." 


BRIDGEPORT ALSO is located on 


coal beds. 


"But it costs a hell of a lot to get 


the coal out and carry it over and 
burn it," Brown said. 


"And then you pollute the air. 
"If we can move into replacement 


of our needs from a solar power, we 
would have done a service — not only 
for our citizens but for everybody 
else, too," he said. "Somebody has 
got to do the pilot project."

Mrs. Chanh Nguyen, a Vietnamese 


refugee living in Mount Prospect, has 
experienced many sorrows in her life.

navy. She learned about two weeks 
ago her brother, from whom she had 
been separated, had died in Vietnam. 


Then, Saturday night, her 3-month- 


old baby Frederick died, apparently 
the victim of crib death.

The family left South Vietnam be- 
cause they were Catholic and feared 
repercussions when the North Viet- 
namese took over their country, Mrs. 
Thulin said.

Kangaroo rat a little speedster 


Andy sends a Zfl-volumr set of the

the Southwestern deserts of 


North America lives a little leaner 
called the kangaroo rat The jerboa 
also is a ratty rodent, suited for life In 
and desert regions. Me also leaps 
along like a mini kangaroo. However, 
he belongs to the deserts of Africa 
and Asia. The two look-alikes are 
closely related as rodents, though 
they are classified in separate animal 
families. 


The jerboa Is a mousy-type animal 


with a tail as long as his body. His 
front legs are very small, but his hind 
legs are long and strong. Depending 
on his species, he measures 3 to 10 
Inches, plus that extra-long ratty tail 
— which ends in a tuft of hair. His 
ears are large, and his big bright eyes 
suggest that he does his foraging dur- 
ing the night. Even though he rarely 
comes out during the day, his sandy 
coat matches his sandy surroundings. 


His skinny hind legs'are more than 


half as long as his body and he uses 
them to leap along like the kangaroo- 
type animals of Australia. His long

tail helps to keep him balanced — and 
when in a hurry he can bound over 
the sand In 10-foot leaps. His top 
speed is 35 miles per hour. But when 
scouting for food he hops around at 
more leisurely paces, taking jumps of 
four or five inches. 


The jerboa is a born burrower, and 


he escapes the worst of the desert 
heat by living underground. He digs 
quite fast, using his hands with some 
help from his little round nose. Usual- 
ly he stuffs his door with loose dirt to 
keep out heat and predators. He lives 
in a soliatry burrow, though the fe- 
male jerboa shares her burrow with 
the babies. 


His menu is mainly vegetable food. 


During the rainy season he feasts on 
grasses and desert shrubs with per- 
il a p s an occasional grasshopper. 
When the dry season comes around, 
he survives on seeds and roots. Ob- 
servers report that he is one of those 
rare animals that can get along with 
little or no water. Some suspect that 
his body has a secret way to create 
water from the oxygen in dry seeds. 


Various jerboas are at home in {he 


desert regions of North Africa. Others 
live in the high, dry deserts of China 
and some of their small cousins are at 


home in Siberia. 


The jerboa refuses to breed in cap- 


tivity so not too much is known about 
his family life. However, the female 
may bear one or two litters during the 
year She nurses the bund, helpless 
infants for eight weeks, and they de- 
velop more slowly than most of their 
ratty relatives. However, a jerboa can 
expect to live for six years, which is 
twice as long as the average rat.

The way we see it 
Let's review 
JFK shooting 


The further the assassination 


of President Kennedy fades into 
history, the more intense the 
controversy concerning it grows. 


Ever since the Warren Com- 


mission declared in 1964 that ac- 
cused assassin Lee Harvey Os- 
wald 
"acted 
alone," public 


doubts about the commission's 
conclusions and methods have 
flourished. 


This skepticism has been 


fueled in recent years by a host 
of critics — some who are 
thoughtful scholars, some who 
are obvious cranks—who charge 
t h a t the commission's con- 
clusions 
limply don't square 


with the evidence. 


Recently, however, there have 


been more and more reports 
challenging not the evidence, 
but the commission's methods. 
There even has been talk of a 
cover-up. Consider these recent 
developments: 


• News reports have circu- 


lated that the FBI withheld or 
destroyed evidence, including a 
threatening letter sent by Os- 


JOHN F. KENNEDY 


wald to the FBI before the shoot- 
ing. 


• The Senate staff report of 


three weeks ago revealed that 
the CIA was working actively 
for the murder of Fidel Castro, 
including the arming of an as- 
sassin on the day of Kennedy's 
death. 


Coupled with these and other 


disclosures is the fact that David 
Belin, a former commission law- 
yer and until now an outspoken 
defender of its work, has called 
for a reopening of the inquiry. 


Part of Belin's argument — 


that the credibility of the com- 
mission's findings is questioned 
by a growing number of Ameri- 
cans — should be the foundation 
for a renewed investigation, we 
believe. Even if the commis- 
sion's findings are marred by a 
widespread 
public 
cynicism 


about government, the public's 
disbelief still should be the foun- 
dation of a new look at the com- 
mission's work. 


Belin believes fiercely that the 


W a r r e n Commission's con- 
clusions were in line with the 
evidence. If so, they should be 
able to stand the test of a new 
inquiry. 


Some persons argue that the 


trail of evidence is so cold that a 
renewed inquiry would be point- 
less. But that's a matter which 
should be determined by a new 
full-scale investigation. It seems 
to us that, at the very least, the 
latest allegations of a cover-up 
are, in in themselves, grounds 
for many new areas of inquiry. 
Such an inquiry should be start- 
ed as soon as possible. 


The violent death of John Ken- 


nedy created a national trauma; 
and the official explanation of 
his death has not removed the 
final traces of that trauma. A 
new inquiry is the only way to 
settle the matter. 


We should have right

The lighter side 
No joy for Vanishing' autos

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Something 


called the "Federal Interagency Task 
Force on Motor Vehicle Goals Beyond 
1980" has released a big batch of 
study reports on the future of the au- 
tomobile. 


The outlook is not likely to make a 


motorist's heart sing. 


More blood on the highway. More 


pollution in the air. Rising gasolina 
prices. "A depression of new car 
sales." This is the sort of thing we 
have to look forward to. 


Will the auto industry, forewarned 


by these bleak predictions, make the 
adjustments necessary to render the 
forecast inoperative? The task force 
study panels apparently don't think 
so. 


They said little change in auto body 


or engine design is expected during 
the next quarter century. 


There was something about these 


findings that gave me a tinge of deja 
vu. Unable to put my finger on what 
it was that seemed hauntingly famil- 
iar, I stopped by the Library of 
Congress and skimmed through the 
index of previous government studies. 


It was there I came Across a report 


by the "Federal Interagency Task 
Force on Dinosaur Goals Beyond the 
Mesozoic Era." 


Since portions of the material were 


missing, I did not learn in which coun- 
try the report originated. Wherever it 
was, the dinosaur outlook definitely 
was bearish. 


Of particular concern to the task 


force was the rising mountains in 
many parts of the earth. It said these 
upheavals were draining the swamp- 
lands where the dinosaurs roamed, 
bringing about rapid changes in cli- 
mate and food supplies. 


Unless the dinosaurs adapted to the 


new conditions, they would die out by 
the end of the Cretaceous Period, the 
task force predicted. 


It recommended several alterna- 


tions in the dinosaur design, among 
them a larger brain and a smaller, 
more weather-resistant body. 


It pointed out that small, or com- 


pact, dinosaurs would eat less and 
thereby survive longer on the dwindl- 
ing food supply. 


The report indicated, however, that 


there was substantial opposition to 
these proposals. It was argued that if 
dinosaurs grew fur or feathers to pro- 
tect them from the cold, they would 
lose the body armor that protected 
them from injury in head-on colli- 
sions. 


Furthermore, reducing the body 


size would diminish their ability to 
survive such accidents. 


Opponents of the plan requested 


that the deadline for meeting the re- 
vised dinosaur standards be post- 
poned for 10 million to 20 million 
years to permit a more gradual evolu- 
tion. 


Unfortunately, no subsequent docu- 


ments were available, so I didn't 
learn how the controversy turned out. 


teachers off Harper board9 


The Harper College Board of 


Trustees is presently considering the 
addition of a faculty representative to 
the board. The purpose is presumably 
to provide better communications be- 
tween the faculty and the board. 


As a student, I am opposed to this 


proposal, and I feel that the voters in 
the Harper district need to know more 
about the reasons why a faculty seat 
is not desirable. 


First of all, the faculty is not ex- 


cluded from communications with the 
board at this time. The president of 
the Faculty Senate is seated at the 
regular meetings, and he is called 
upon regularly when his advice is of- 
fered or necessary. 


Secondly, the creation of a position 


on the board for the faculty would set 
a precedent for other colleges. When 
the students In this state wanted rep- 
resentation on the Board, they had to 
go through the legislative process. 
The student representative is required 
by law now. I am not trying to be 
vindictive when I say that the faculty 
should- use the same process. Since 
the creation of a faculty seat will 
probably affect schools throughout 
this state, it seems that such a deci- 
sion should be handled by our legisla- 
ture. 


It is important to understand the 


fundamental difference between the 
presence of a student representative 
and the presence of a faculty repre- 
sentative. The board represents the

people of this district, who are the ul- 
timate employers at Harepr.Students 
are also a type of employer, since the 
school exists for their education, and 
they pay part of the bill through tui- 
tion and taxes. The faculty' however, 
are exployes. If the faculty is seated, 
there would seem to be no reason, in 
principle, to deny a seat to the 
maintenance staff or other employe 
groups. Clearly it is important for the 
faculty to have a chance to express 
their views to the board, but it does 
not follow that they need a formal 
seat on the board. 


In fact, last year the board created 


a communications committee to pro- 


vide more direct input to the board 
from all groups at Harper, including 
the faculty. The faculty refused to 
participate at first, and the committee 
was dissolved after only two meet- 
ings. The failure of the committee 
sould have been avoided, and I think 
that the committee should possibly be 
reconsidered as an alternative to a 
faculty seat on the board. 


Finally, I should point out that the 


faculty representative, as is the case 
with the student representative, would 
not have voting rights. This would not 
prevent the faculty from potentially 
making regular meetings difficult to 
control The present faculty represen- 


tative speaks at the discretion of the 
chairperson, Sirley Munson, and she 
had handled the situation with great 
skill. There is no lack of faculty input, 
nor is there any excess of faculty ar- 
guments. I cannot see the need for a 
change in faculty representation, es- 
pecially when it might undermine the 
interests of the general community 
and students. After all, a faculty rep- 
resentative who exists at the in- 
vitation of the board is liable to be 
more influential than a student repre- 
sentative who must exist by law. 


I would urge all concerned residents 


to voice their opposition to the crea- 
tion of a faculty seat on the Harper 
College Board of Trustees by writing 
to the chairperson, Shirley Munson, at 
Harper before the next public meeting 
of the board in December. A lack of 
community input may result in an un- 
desirable change in the structure of 
the board.

A. mastectomy changes a woman's 


life within the space of just a few 
hours. 


"During the first frightening days 


and nights the future seems hope- 
less," said Terese Lasser. founder of 
the Reach to Recovery (RTR) rehabi- 
litation program for women who have 
had breast surgery. 


Mrs. Lasser was forced, by lack of 


information, to try to cope by trail 
and error with all the social, cosmetic 
and psychological effects of her own 
operation. 


"I had to discover where to shop for 


an artificial breast form. I didn't even 
know that it was called a prosthesis, 
let alone how to pronounce it," she 
said in the foreword to the pamphlet 
that is now handed out to mastectomy 
patients in hospitals throughout the 
country by RTR volunteers. 


TERESE HAD A mastectomy In 


1952. During her recuperation, it be- 
came clear to her that not enough was 
being done for women going through 
the trauma of breast surgery. 


« 


As a mastectomy patient who had 


adjusted well to her own operation, 
she decided that she and other women 
who had breast surgery could provide 
psychological assistance 
to other 


women on a woman-to-woman basis. 
That was the beginning of the Reach 
to Recovery program of the American 
Cancer Society. Today it includes 
more than 2,300,000 volunteers. 


"One of the greatest concerns for 


mastectomy patients is, 'What will I 
do when I get home?'" said Carol 
Waltman, Palatine, a Reach to Recov- 
ery volunteer who had a mastectomy. 


• Patients must wait until their doc- 
tor gives approval before they can 
wear a weighted or permanent form, 
usually about a month or two, said 
Mrs. Waltman. 


Until that time, however, Reach to 


Recovery supplies a temporary breast 
form which is weightless and often 
used with the same bra the patient 
wore before surgery. This temporary 
• form allows the" tissue time to toughen 
and heal., 


CONCERN ABOUT appearance is a 


primary one for the mastectomy 
patient. An effective breast substitute 
is a physiological and psychological 
necessity. 


The prothesis in size, shape, weight 


and texture resembles the true breast

and simulates actual movement dur- 
ing normal and rigorous activities. 


"A woman should not be fitted for a 


permanent breast form by just any 
clerk," said Carol Waltman. "Whoev- 
er is selling should be specially 
trained in fitting a prothesis. Most of 
the large department stores employ 
specialists, trained by the major man- 
ufacturers of prostheses," she ex- 
plained. 


Mrs. Waltman explained _the physi- 


cal implications of the breast form. 
"As healing takes place the lack of 
weight on 'the side where surgery has 
been performed causes a slightly til- 
ted posture. The woman must be par- 
ticularly careful about her posture 
from the beginning, but it's really in- 
credible what the form does. It re- 
turns weight and posture to normal." 


FORMS ARE expensive from a low 


of about $20 to as high as $130. They 
can be of a variety of types — liquid 
and/or air-filled, polyester fiber-filled, 
weighted or unweighted foam rubber 
and silicone gel-filled. 


Some women also prefer a special 


mastectomy bra with a built-in pocket 
to hold the form in place and to hold 
extra filler under the arm and above 
the breast to fill in the cavity. How- 
ever, the needs of each mastectomy 
patient are sq individualized that what 
works for one woman may simply 
bring problems to another. Many 
mastectomy patients can wear the 
same bra style as they did before sur- 
gery. 


Here are some tips for women seek- 


ing an appropriate prothesis: 


• Wear something clingy that will 


give a clear look at the outline of the 
bosom -when going for the fitting — a 
Qiana blouse or knit top. This will en- 
able you to really evaluate what looks 
best. Stripes also aid in balancing. 


• Bring a friend or family member 


who will honestly tell you how you 
look. A good fitter will also tell you 
this. 


• Be sure that your form matches 


as closely as possible your other 
breast — from the sides, bottom, front 
and top. 


• Make sure that spaces from front 


center of body to each breast are 
equal and that nipples are on an even 
line. 


"The patient should come out of the 


fitting room looking just as she did 
before surgery," said Mrs. Waltman. 


As for other fashion, that too de- 


pends on the type of surgery per- 


formed. Except for bathing suits, in 
most cases a mastectomy patient can 
wear the same clothes that she did 
before surgery with perhaps a tuck 
here or a seam there. 


FOR CAROL, "looking for bathing 


suits became a full-time hobby. Many 
of the wome'n would say to me they 
hadn't even put on a bathing suit 
since their surgery. We do encourage 
them to do so and they too begin to 
realize that things haven't changed 
that radically," she said. Some wom- 
en can even wear two piece suits — 
not a string bikini, said Carol, but a 
nice-looking suit with some support. 


For a long time there were few al- 


ternatives to the high-necked solid col- 
or suits. "It's nice to see some com- 
panies coming out with more inter- 


esting styles, pretty prints," said Mrs. 
Waltman. 


Many companies have gone further 


than swim suits with evening gowns, 
tennis wear and lingerie for the mas- 
tectomy patient. "The manufacturers 
are finally recognizing that each 
patient has her own fashion problems 
and they must make a variety of 
styles to choose from," said Carol. 
She noted a few garments that could 
use improvement including bra slips.

Part of the confusion results from 


failure to separate the many different 
forms of liver disease a person can 
h a v e . Hepatitis only means in- 
flammation of the liver and does not 
tell you the cause. 


You can have hepatitis from in- 


fectious agents, and at least two dif- 
ferent forms of virus can cause viral 
hepatitis. You can also have hepatitis 
from chemical toxins. And. hepatitis 
may be a complication of several dif- 
ferent infectious diseases. 


The most common forms of hepa- 


titis are caused by viruses. Most of 
the medicines we use in infections are 
antibiotics and are not effective 
against hepatitis viruses. In many in- 
stances about all that can be done is 
to minimize the damage to the liver 
and wait for the disease to run its 
course. The length of time that takes 
depends a lot on the individual, but it 
Is not Just a two-week affair as with 
the common cold. 


IT IS POSSIBLE that a person In-

fected with viral hepatitis will harbor 
the virus for a lifetime. Such an indi- 
vidual may not be contagious unless 
his blood is used for a transfusion, or 
in the preparation of serum. Anyone 
with a history of infectious hepatitis 
should never give blood. The blood is 
tested at the bank for any evidence of 
such a previous infection. 


There is no direct evidence that 


smoking is harmful to recovery from 
hepatitis, but it can't be helpful and 
even in a healthy person it causes 
some harm. If I had my choice, no 
one would smoke. 


There is abundant evidence that al- 


cohol is a toxin to liver cells. This is 
not dependent upon a poor diet or 
anything like that. It is a direct toxic 
reaction to alcohol. Obviously, when 
the liver cells are already damaged 
and trying to recover, you don't want 
to take a chemical that damages the 
liver. 


ALCOHOL SHOULD BE strictly for- 


bidden until there is good evidence 
that the liver has completely recov- 
ered. This is judged by various tests 
of liver function and other clinical in- 
formation the doctor gets from his ex- 
amination.

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The Schoepke boys—over 
170 years at The Herald

The boy hesitated outside the front 


door and locked up "Cook County 
Herald" adorned the building facade 
in bold, black letters. So this was the 
newspaper office where they "feared 
God, told the truth and made money." 


If they weren't always successful in 


those pursuits, at least they tried. Or 
so the boy had heard. 


He'd seen the old building many 


times. His dad had done some car- 
pentry work there. It resembled the 
famous Alamo in Texas. There were 
pictures of that. 


Perhaps the youngster had been in- 


side the newspaper office on other 
days. Now he was coming for an im- 
portant reason It was time that Wil- 
liam Schoepke's oldest son took his 
first job. 


THERE D BEEN a newspaper ad- 


vertisement. H.C. Paddock and Sons, 
printers and publishers, were looking 
for backshop help. There was a 
Christmas rush at hand. This was 
1925, 


Art Schoepke walked into the news- 


paper's quarters, then at 11 W. Davis 
St., Arlington Heights. 


"And 
what might you want this 


day?" bellowed Charlie Paddock, 
coowner with his brother, Stuart ST., 
in the family business started by their 
father, Hosea C. Paddock. 


"1 have come about the job," said 


the young man. 


"So you have, so you have," said 


Charlie, looking down at the young 
lad. "You're a bit small and this is no 
sissy job, boy. This is printing and 


publishing, hard work which taxes 
even the best man " 


THE BOY was not taken aback. 


"My father says a full day's work for 
a 
full day's pay," replied the 


Schoepke boy. "You'll get the work " 


"I like you boy!" bellowed Charlie. 


"Your father taught you well. You 
could be here a long time1" 


That conversation never actually 


occurred Art cannot remember what 
they really said, man and boy making 
a business agreement. 


But little did Charlie Paddock know 


what he was starting that day SO 
years ago. For that matter, little did 
Art Schoepke know. 


They say he's always been a quiet, 


soft spoken man with pride in his 
work. The pride still shows. Art 
Schoepke stifl mans presses for Pad- 
dock. 


ART'S 50th anniversary with the 


company was marked Monday, Dec. 1. 
Only Stuart Sr. and Charlie Paddock 
have ever served the company longer. 


But that's not half the story. 
It seems that Art had six sisters 


and four brothers. The girls never 
showed much interest in printing, but 
whenever Charlie Paddock turned 
around, there was another of Art 
Schoepke's younger brothers looking 
for his own job. 


First there was Milt. He came to 


work one year after Art. During the 
next 48 years, Art and Milt were the 
backbone of Paddock's commercial 
printing operation. Milt finally wash- 
ed off his last printer's ink in Febru- 
ary 1974. 


Only Butch has gotten away. He 


worked five years at Paddock, joined 
the Navy during World War II and 
came home to eventually found his 
own typesetting business. 


RICH BEGAN running linotype ma- 


chines 34 years ago. He's still back 
there, setting headlines and justifying 
the hot metal type. 


Their youngest brother started work 


one year after Rich. Thirty-three 
years following his backshop baptism, 
Bill Schoepke is a Paddock vice presi- 
dent and the production department 
manager. 


Five brothers ... 170 combined ser- 


vice years. 


Art Schoepke took work as a "print- 


er's devil." He swept floors, sorted 
mail and melted lead bars. 


Charlie Paddock ran a small back- 


shop. Paul Arneman was one of two 
linotype operators. "They had a wom- 
an for a long time, too," said Art. "I 
can't think of her name." 


ED DUENN ran the press. Three 


men put the pages together. 


The staff of The Herald has worked 


hard to produce a versatile news 
product, offering its subscribers a 
blend of local to international items. 
Not so with Art's first Heralds. 


"They printed all the happenings, 


accidents and what people were 
doing," Art said. "They had a couple 
columns on how people spent their 
weekends, visiting relatives or what- 
ever. 


"Now, we don't worry about what 


people did on a weekend, or what 
relatives they visited, unless you go to 
Hawaii or something," Art said. 


"Do we still have a column like 


that? Maybe not." 


North on Mitchell, east on Slgwalt, 


north again on Chestnut. Art Schoepke 
has been walking that route each 
morning for many years. It's just a 
couple blocks. 


HE'S SEEN all the tough days, the 


Depression years when Stuart Sr. and 
Charlie struggled to meet the payroll. 
"They'd give you two paychecks," re- 
membered Art. "You'd cash one now 
and cash the second on Tuesday of the 
next week." 


Art Schoepke worked at Paddock 


when you could still tie your horse to 
a hitching post in Arlington Heights 
and go into Cosmin's Saloon for a few 
beers. 


The hitching posts are gone. So is 


Cosmin's Saloon. 


Art helped move from the W. Davis 


Street site to the current offices two 
blocks away in 1939 after fire dam- 
aged the original site. 


Along the way, Art always worked 


hard. When old Charlie Paddock 
couldn't fix a broken press, Art usual- 
ly could. Art always had a knack with 
those machines. He made them sing. 


Only a darn good pressman can do 


that.

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Selling razor blades not only function of reporters 


Well. I see where umpire Larry 


Barnett wants to thumb Curt Gowdy 
and Tony Kubek out for a little un- 
called-for bench jockeying. 


They didn't throw a white towel out 


onto the field, sail their helmets into 
the seats after a called third strike, 
bump 'em at home plate, or even 
question his legitimacy or ancestry, 
or accuse him of betting on games or 
not bearing down. All they accused 
him of was blowing a call. 


Barnett thinks this is overstepping 


their function as electronic journal* 
ists. This is editorializing, he feels. 
They should stick to selling razor 
blades, is Barnett's view. 


This is a pretty common mis- 


conception of the function of journal- 
ism. The first recorded Instance of It 
in wireless journalism was when the 
late Ted Huslng, In a celebrated case, 
described the playing of 
Harvard 


quarterback Barry Wood as "putrid" 
one afternoon in which not much else 
was happening In the world. 


Harvard had-probably the only stu- 


dent body in the world which would be 
sure of the exact meaning of that 


word. So, poor Ted was barred from 
ever broadcasting Harvard games 
again, a hardship case in which he 
had to make do with Notre Dame- 
Ohio State, Army-Navy, and other 
lesser functions the rest of his career. 


Some years ago, in a burst of unac- 


customed diligent reporting, I was 
forced to call attention to the fact in a 
football game that a UCLA corner-. 
back went up in the air in the waning 
minutes of one of those TV-dictated 
twilight games in the Coliseum and 
tackled a receiver. 


It was a crucial play in that it cost 


UCLA the ball game and the Rose 
Bowl. It was a fourth-down pass 
thrown. in desperation by the USC 
quarterback and, left alone and dis- 
regarded, it would have come to earth 
not in the hands of a receiver but of 
the front row customers. In the dim 
light of a game which had 'started in 
bright sunlight and found most of the 
players' eye pupils still adjusting to 
the changes, the luckless defender 
had no choice but to tackle the In- 
tended receiver. The ball was lost In 
the darkness to him.

The next day, my mail was full of 


outrage from fans, mostly women, 
who thought it appalling that a 
young man's unfortunate lapse had to 
be singled out — somewhat the same 
reaction Watergate inspired in certain 
Republican senators. 


I tried to point out to the fans that I 


went to the game, not with pompons, 
a Bruin beanie, a carnation in school 
colors, or a "We're No. l!" lapel but- 
ton but — of all things — with a type- 
writer and notebook. On-field mistak- 
es were part of the story. In this case, 
the major part. 


My readers were not mollified. We 


were ruining a boy's life, they insist- 


ed. Well, the boy's life was not even 
bruised. Neither, as it happens, was 
Barry Wood's. He went on to become 
a famous neurosurgeon in St. Louis, 
and held in esteem in parts of the 
world which never heard of the Har- 
vard eleven. 


It was Larry Barnett's misfortune 


to be part of a crew of rookie umpires 
in the World Series, and to make a 
call which had "bush" written all 
over it. A player had dumped a little 
mishit double-play ball in front of the 
plate, and then had crashed into the 
Red Sox catcher trying to make that 
double play, forcing him into a throw- 
ing error. 


The call did not have "choke" writ- 


ten all over it because Larry Barnett 
is an American League umpire and 
stuck to his guns with a stubbornness 
that not even the storied Bill Klem 
could have mustered. 


In the television booth, Tony Kubek 


did what a thousand pen-and-ink jour- 
nalists did — took issue with the call. 


Barnett acted as if his mother had 


turned on him. Like most public fig- 
ures, he had come to expect the worst 
from those ink-stained wretches from 
the papers — but only kid gloves from 
television. Television was supposed to 
be seen and not heard from. 


He accused Kubek and Gowdy of, 


among other things, inspiring death 
threats against him and his family. 


Now, while death threats cannot be 


dismissed lightly, particularly in to- 
day's society, it is a fact that, of all 
the thousands of death threats against 
athletic figures over the history of 
sports, the only ones carried out were 
by Nero. 


Ty Cobb used to be threatened 


weekly. Ruth had threats. Wholfe foot- 


ball ieams have had death threats. 
They often prove to be the work of 
unspaiiked youngsters, or toothless 
old men in rooming houses, who can 
suddenly make themselves feel as 
powerful as Caligula when they get in 
the privacy of their rooms and the se- 
crecy of the U.S. mails. 


We've all gotten death threats. But, 


when an umpire is considered overly 
sensitive to criticism from the side- 
line, baseball has a term for him: 
"Rabbit ears." 


It is singularly appropriate in this 


instance. 


Barnett showed a great deal of 


class in sticking by his original deci- 
sion unwaveringly — and in returning 
to Boston under his own name for 
games six and seven of the Series. 


The right of umpire Larry Barnett 


to make his call cannot be assailed. 
The right of Tony Kubek to comment 
on it cannot either. The right to be 
wrong is extended to each of them 
equally. But, it is hoped that this is 
one case where two rights don't make 
a wrong. 


Safety blitz 
had Bears' 
QB thinking

It's ironic, or perhaps character- 


istic, that the winning play for the 
Chicago Bears in their 25-21 win over 
Detroit Sunday almost wasn't — not if 
B e a r quarterback 
Bob Avellini 


"would have had time." 


Avellini wanted to call off the play, 


which sent Roland Harper up the 
middle on a 27-yard touchdown run. 


"Their (Detroit's) safety was blitz- 


ing," Avellini said to a swarm of re- 
porters who surrounded the new hero 
after the game. "But (Dan) Neal 
(Bear center) made a great down 
block, and Roland took care of the 
safety — he ran right over him.'1 


Harper, on the draw play, eluded 


two defenders' grasps on his TD run 
that put the Bears ahead for good 
with 4:22 left in the game. The score 
was the first as a Bear for Harper, 
aonipone who wasn't even thought to 
have a chance of making the team 
this year. 


"After I got past the line, I said if I 


got to within the five (yard line) no 
one was gonna get me. I was aiming 
to go all the way," said Harper. 


Harper's winning score was set up 


by Craig Clemens who recovered a 
Lion fumble at the Detroit 42 yard 
line. A 15-yard pass to Steve Schubert 
at the 27 then preceded Harper's dra- 
matic run. 


If newly-found fame is dazzling 


Avellini. a first year man from the 
University of Maryland, he's not 
showing it. A soft-spoken man, Avel- 
lini is confident — very confident. But 
he sees little difference in himself 
since coming from number three 
quarterback to the top spot. 


"I am the same guy and will be 


next week." Avellini said when asked 
how the change in status was affect- 
ing him. 


"I maybe was pushed to the back- 


ground, but I never doubted my abili- 
ty." Avellini said without a trace of 
cockiness. "Football is a funny game. 
I knew my turn was going to come 
either this year, or next year or even 
the year after," he said. 


tt was • day for the previously un- 


sung members of the Bears to bask In 
glory, however brief In light of next 
week's opponent — the powerful St. 
Louis Cardinals. Besides Avellini and 
Harper. Schubert, a sccond-ycar man 


from Massachusetts, caught Us first 
three passes of the year for 45 total 
yards. 


And Bo Rather enjoyed his best day 


since coming to the Bears in a deal 
with the Miami Dolphins. Rather 
caught four passes for 123 yards. 


Bear coach Jack Pardee was some- 


what reserved in his praise for his 
young squad, admitting "we've come 
a long way but still have a long way 
to go. We made two tons of mistakes. 


"They (Bears) made the big play," 


said Pardee. They had a lot of chan- 
ces to quit, especially in that fourth 
quarter. It was a badly needed and 
hard-fought game," Pardee said. 


The game started with fists flying 


and the action kept up intermittently 
throughout the game. The last time 
the two teams met in Detroit on Oct. 
12, some Bear players said they heard 
Detroit players laughing at them from 
the sidelines during the Lions' 27-7 
romp over the Bears. 


Bear Doug Plank was zapped for a 


15-yard personal foul on the third play 
of the game when he tangled briefly 
with a member of the Lions. 


About six players jumped into a 


brief skirmish late in the first period, 
too, and pushing and shoving after the 
whistle was common throughout the 
contest. 


Pardee apparently is playing the 


quarterback game on a week-to-week 
basis. He wouldn't say that Avellini 
would be his quarterback for the re- 
maining two games on the Bear 
schedule. Pardee did say Avellini 
would stan against the Cardinals at 
Soldier Field Sunday. 


Avellini said he played one quarter 


against the Cardinals during the pre- 
season, but doesn't think much of it. 
"Preseason and regular season are 
two different things," said Avellini. 
"We won't be looking at films of our 
preseason game with them (the Car- 
dinals) this week." 


Ths Lions were not exactly a pow- 


erhouse in Sunday's contest. Despite 
three touchdowns, the Lions couldn't 
come up with the big play when they 
needed it, converting only three of 20 
third down attempts. The Bears, 
meanwhile, weren't much better, con- 
verting on only four of 13 third down 
plays.

win on the same day, that's the most 
shocking news. 


Roland Harper pulled out of the 


grasp of two tackier!) and raced 27 
yards for o touchdown with 4:22 left 
to give the Bears a come-from-behind 
25-21 triumph over the Detroit Lions, 
breaking n three-game losing streak. 


The Bears turned Detroit turnovers 


into points to win. Harper's 27-yard 
run came after Detroit's Horace King 
fumbled and Craig demons recovered 
for the Bears on the Lions' 42. The 
Bears' first touchdown came after 
Clemons hit Detroit quarterback Joe 
Reed while he attempted to pass in 
the end zone and his wounded duck 
pass was intercepted on the Lions '20. 


Th« Bears' Walter Payton then 


.cored the first of his two touchdowns 
from the four. Payton's second score 
came on a five-yard run to give the 
Bears a 19-7 lead midway through the 
third period. 


Reed brought the Lions from behind 


to a 2H§ lead with two quick touch- 
down pisses to Marlln Brisco*. The 


first score covered 15 yards with 20 
seconds left in the third period and 
the second came on • 59-yard pass 
play with only 49 seconds gone in the 
final period.

We may do it: official 
Balanced '76 budget 
without tax boost 


Des Plaines may be able to balance 


the 1976 city budget without additional 
tax increases, according to a city offi- 
cial. 


City Comptroller Duane L. Blietz 


said recent increases in garbage pick- 
up fees, liquor licenses, vehicle li- 
cense transfer fees, licenses for large 
trucks and the city's property tax 
may bring in enough revenue to make 
further increases unnecessary. 


He said he is in the process of de- 


termining the amount of revenue the 
increases will bring to the city. 


"I don't know how much at this 


time, but I will know very soon," 
Blietz said. 


CITY OFFICIALS began looking for 


new source's of revenue after Blietz 
said the city would need an additional 
$800,000 to $900,000 next year to meet 
rising costs for materials and ser- 
vices. 


Under consideration by the city 


council as possible sources of revenue 
are adoption of a real estate transfer 
tax on all property transactions and a 
5 per cent utility tax on telephone, 
electric and natural gas bills. 


Blietz said Friday that the city may 


not need as much revenue as he pre- 
dicted if the city council decides to 
cut expenses in some areas. 


"There is another way of balancing 


the budget other than by increasing 


revenue and raising taxes," he said. 
"We can cut expenses." 


THE COMPTROLLER would not 


speculate on where expenses might be 
cut, saying that the city council would 
have to make the decision. 


"We will be discussing this in the 


finance committee meetings on the 
budget that are coming up,'' he said. 
"I don't know what will be done, but 
we will be looking for ways to save 
money." 


Aid. Charles Bolek, 3rd, chairman 


of the city council's finance com- 
mittee, said recently that officials will 
consider ways of reducing the city's 
work force and revising employe sala- 
ry scales to save money. 


Blietz said he is preparing a tenta- 


tive budget that will be reviewed by 
the finance committee. He would not 
predict whether the 1976 budget will 
be higher than this year's city budget 
of $14 million. 


THE COMPTROLLER said that al- 


though city officials are considering a 
real estate transfer tax, he does not 
think it will be adopted. 


"I don't think the city council wants 


that and I'd have to agree with 
them," Blietz said. 


City officials said a utility tax would 


bring the city about $15 million in 
revenue annually. 


Mayor Herbert H. Behrel, a suppor- 


ter of the tax, has said that while it 
would be unpopular with residents, he 


beleives it is needed. Hs said he 
would rather have the city adopt a 
utility tax than continue to mckel-and- 
dime residents with increases in city 
fees. 


Several weeks ago, the city council 


was about to adopt the real estate 
transfer tax, but decided to reconsider 
it because of opposition from resi- 
dents and local realtors. 


If the tax is approved, the seller of 


a home or property which sells for 
$50,000 would be assessed $100. City 
officials estimate the tax would bring 
the city $100,000 a year.

Pace of recession recovery slows 


"He looks real." 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The pace 


of recovery from the recession is 
slowing. 


Economists expected it to slow — it 


could not long sustain its breakneck 
speed of the early autumn — but 
there are signs that something more 
serious than mere moderation has set 
in. 


This is the picture which emerges 


from a mixed set of economic statis- 
tics from recent weeks. Unemploy- 
ment fell from 8 6 to 83 per cent, a 
sharp drop, and down significantly 
from the recession's peak of 9 2 per 
cent in May. But total employment, a 
more significant indication of the na- 
tion's economic health, also declined. 


On the inflation front, another mix- 


ed picture: the cost of living, reflec- 
ting consumer prices, rose when last 
measured, in October, at a sharp 
rate. But wholesale prices, in Novem- 
ber, recorded a zero change — mainly 
because volatile food prices declined 
enough to offset increases in industri- 
al prices. 


The index of economic indicators, 


which is intended to foretell the econ- 


omy's future path, declined in Octo- 
ber, for the second straight month.

Much to Mrs. Gscheidle's surprise, 
she received a phone call from the 
network last month asking if she 
would be available for an appearance. 


She'll make the all-expense paid 


trip to California soon and hopes the 
show will be. aired sometime during 
Christmas week although the exact 
date has not been set. She plans to 
use the money she will be paid to cov- 
er the coafof a new $300 Santa suit, a 
copy of the one worn by Bing Crosby 
in the movie "White Christmas." 


Mrs. Gscheidle is a bit nervous

Pilots intrigued by model airplane flight 


by DIANE MERMIGAS 


Some commercial airline pilots just 


can't get their fill of flying. So in their 
spare time they build and fly model 
airplanes. 


Two of those pilots, Fred Rogers 


and Horrnce Cain, are among the 50 
members of the Skylarks Radio Con- 
trol Model Airplane Club of Wheeling 
who spend their leisure time exploring 
the mysteries of aerodynamics on a 
small scale. Club members are from 
alt over the Northwest suburbs. 


"You have to know and understand 


the concepts behind flying a plane to 
be able to control one of these models 
from the ground with a radio," said 


Fred Rogers, the group's president 
and a DC-8 pilot for United Airlines. 


And, it is for that reason members 


of the Skylarks Club take what they 
do seriously — like pros. These in- 
tricate, realistic models are not toys 
for older boys, they say. 


FOR ABOUT 15 years the Skylarks 


have gathered weekly in a three-acre 
field in Mundelein to fly their Ford 
Tri-Motors, civilian planes of the 
1930s, modern jets and traditional 
warplanes. 


The planes are of all sizes and 


shapes. Each is made of thousands of 
carefully glued and wired pieces, Ro- 
gers said. 


Rogers has been building and flying 


the models since he was a child. He 
enjoys it as a hobby but is not inter- 
ested in the growing competitive as- 
pect of "the sport." 


"More people are getting involved 


in it," said Horrace Cain, Buffalo 
Grove, who also is a pilot for United. 


"Most members of our group belong 


to the Academy of Model Aeronautics 
Assn., which is the national group. 
The association's membership has in- 
creased from 10,000 to about 60,000 in 
10 years. Our local group's member- 
ship growth rate has been about the

park district staff.

Fire-limits law on agenda tonight 


Elimination of the Wheeling fire- 


limits ordinance prohibiting the con- 
stniction of frame buildings in com- 
mercially-zoned areas will be dis- 
cussed tonight by the Wheeling Vil- 
lage Board. 


Several village trustees said last 


week they favored elimination of fire- 
limits after Wheeling Fire Chief Ber- 
nie Koeppen said the ordinance is out- 
dated and could hurt the village's fire 
rating. 


Koeppen said the village adopted 


the fire-limits in the 1940s when few 
building materials were fire resistant. 
He said village building code require- 
ments make the ordinance obsolete. 


Fire ratings are based on the water 


supply system, fire department, fire 
service communications and fire pre- 
vention codes, Koeppen said, adding 
that the fire limits could be a detri- 
ment since they are not being en- 
forced in many areas. 


VILLAGE MGR. George Passolt 


said the village has lost industry and 
business because of the fire limits. He 
said developers have presented build- 


ing plans which meet all requirements 
but "according to our codes they 
couldn't be built that way." 


Trustees William Hein, Otis Hed- 


lund, Charles Kerr and John Cole last 
week said they are in favor of elimi- 
nating the fire limits. 


Cole said the board should take "a 


good long look" at zoning regulations 
to make sure fire preventive mea- 
sures 
are present 
before "doing 


away" with the limits. 


Hein safd fire limits should be elim- 


inated but that the village should re- 
quire smoke and heat detectors in any 
wood-frame commercial building too 
small for a sprinkler system. 


In other action, the board is ex- 


pected to act on a recommendation 
that the village apply for a federal 
grant for sewer rehabilitation.

Pace of recession ^ecovery slows 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The pace 


of recovery from the recession is 
slowing. 


Economists expected it to slow — it 


could not long sustain its breakneck 
speed of the early autumn — but 
there are signs that something more 
serious than mere moderation has set 
in. 


This is the picture which emerges 


from a mixed set of economic statis- 
tics 'from recent weeks. Unemploy- 
ment fell from 8.6 to 8.3 per cent, a 
sharp drop, and down significantly 
from the recession's peak of 9.2 per 
cent in May. But total employment, a 
more significant indication of the na- 
tion's economic health, also declined. 


On the inflation front, another mix- 


ed picture: the cost of living, reflec- 
ting consumer prices, rose when last 
measured, in October, at a sharp 
rate. But wholesale prices, in Novem- 
ber, recorded a zero change — mainly 
because volatile food prices declined 
enough to offset increases in industri- 
al prices. 


The indek of economic indicators, 


which is intended to foretell the econ- 


omy's future path, declined in Octo- 
ber, for the second straight month.

She'll make the all-expense paid 


trip to California soon and hopes the 
show will be aired sometime during 
Christmas week although the exact 
date has not been set'. She plans to 
use the money she will be paid to cov- 
er the cost of a new $300 Santa suit, a 
copy of the one worn by Bing Crosby 
in the movie "White Christmas."

Mrs. Chanh Nguyen, a Vietnamese 


refugee living in Mount Prospect, has 
experienced many sorrows in her life. 


Her husband died earlier ihis year 


while serving in the South Vietnamese 
navy. She learned about two weeks 
ago her brother, from whom she had 
been separated, had died in Vietnam. 


Then, Saturday night, her 3-month- 


old baby Frederick died, apparently 
the victim of crib death. 


"She has had so many blows," said 


Mrs. 
Frederick Thulin, at whose 


house Mrs. Nguyen is staying. "She 
named him after my husband. We 
were the godparents of the baby." 


POLICE SAID the baby was placed 


in his crib about 6 p.m. Mrs.' Thulin 
and Mrs. Nguyen were washing the 
dinner dishes. The baby had been cry- 
ing, and when he stopped they thought 
he had fallen asleep, police were told. 


Mrs. Thulin entered the room, saw 


that the baby looked ill and attempted 
mouth-to-month 
resuscitation. 
"He 


was a big healthy baby," Mrs. Thulin 
said. 


The paramedics attempted to revive 


him. 
"The rescue squad was ex- 


cellent," she said. 


The baby vras pronounced dead at 


Northwest Community Hospital, Ar- 
lington Heights. Mrs. Thulin said the 
family should learn the cause of death 
soon. 


Mrs. Nguyen gave birth to Fred- 


erick about four days after she was 
placed with the Thulins Sept. 12, Mrs. 
Thulin said. 


MRS. NGUYEN and her two other 


children live with the Thulins. "We're 
very fond of them. They're like a part 
of the family," Mrs. Thnlin said.

Pilots intrigued by model airplane flight

Some commercial airline pilots just 


can't get their fill of flying. So in their 
spare time they build and fly model 
airplanes. 


Two of those pilots, Fred Rogers 


and Horrace Cain, are among the 50 
members of the Skylarks Radio Con- 
trol Model Airplane Club of Wheeling 
who spend their leisure time exploring 
the mysteries of aerodynamics on a 
small scale. Club members are from 
all over the Northwest suburbs. 


"You have to know and understand 


the concepts behind flying a plane to 
be able to control one of these models 
from the ground with a radio," said 


Fred Rogers, the group's president 
and a DC-8 pilot for United Airlines. 


And, it is for that reason members 


of the Skylarks Club take what they 
do seriously — like pros. These in- 
tricate, realistic models are not toys 
for older boys, they say. 


FOR ABOUT 15 years the Skylarks 


have gathered weekly in a three-acre 
field in Mundelein to fly their Ford 
Tri-Motors, civilian planes of the 
1930s, modern jets and traditional 
warplanes, 


The planes are of all sizes and 


shapes. Each is made of thousands of 
carefully glued and wired pieces, Ro- 
gers said. 


Rogers has been building and flying 


the models since he was a child. He 
enjoys it as a hobby but is not inter- 
ested in the growing competitive as- 
pect of "the sport." 


"More people are getting involved 


in it," said Horrace Cain, 
Buffalo 


Grove, who also is a pilot for United. 


"Most members of our group belong 


to the Academy of Model Aeronautics 
Assn., which is the national group. 
The association's membership has in- 
creased from 10,000 to about 60,000 in 
10 years. Our local group's member-

Pace of recession recovery slows 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The pace 


of recovery from the recession is 
slowing. 


Economists expected it to slow — it 


could not long sustain its breakneck 
speed of the early autumn — but 
there are signs that something more 
serious than mere moderation has set 
in. 


This is the picture which emerges 


from a mixed set of economic statis- 
tics from recent weeks. Unemploy- 
ment fell from 8.6 to 8.3 per cent, a 
sharp drop, and down significantly 
from the recession's peak of 9.2 per 
cent in May. But total employment, a 
more significant indication of the na- 
tion's economic health, also declined. 


On the inflation front, another mix- 


ed picture: the cost of living, reflec- 
ting consumer prices, rose when last 
measured, in October, at a sharp 
rate. But wholesale prices, in Novem- 
ber, recorded a zero change — mainly 
because volatile food prices declined 
enough to offset increases in industri- 
al prices. 


The index of economic indicators, 


which is intended to foretell the econ- 


omy's future path, declined hi Octo- 
ber, for the second straight month.

probably contributes most to this San- 
ta's genuine jolliness. 


A friend thought Santa would be the 


perfect guest on Carson's late night 
talk show so she sent photos and 
newspaper clippings describing San- 
ta's exploits in the Northwest suburbs. 
Much to Mrs. Gscheidle's surprise, 
she received a phone call from the 
network last month asking if she 
would be available for an appearance. 


She'll make "the all-expense paid 


trip to California soon and hopes the 
show will be aired sometime during 
Christmas week although the exact 
date has not been set. She plans to 
use the money she will be paid to cov- 
er the cost of a new $300 Santa suit, a 
(Jopy of the one worn by Bing Crosby 
in the movie "White Christmas." 


Mrs. Gscheidle is a bit nervous 


about being broadcast nationwide be- 
fore millions of viewers. "I want to

"If everybody helps it all adds up," 


said Mrs. Gscheidle. That's what 
Christmas is all about — the joy of 
giving unselfishly, she said.

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2 firefighters 
to participate in 
paramedic study 


Live it up 
with'leisure' 


Two paramedics from the North- 


west suburbs will participate in a na- 
tional study of mobile intensive-care 
systems. 


The study, sponsored by the Nation- 


al Registry of Emergency Medical 
Technicians, was proposed by Fire 
Chief Allen W. Hulett of Elk Grove 
Village, a national registry board 
member. The purpose of the study is 
to help the registry set up national 
training guidelines for paramedics. 


The Northwest area firemen, who 


will visit five other fire departments 
during the study, are Lt. Bernard E. 
Goss of Elk Grove Village, chosen by 
Hulett, and Firefighter Dale Collier of 
Palatine, chosen by Dr. Stanley M. 
Zydlo, head of the mobile intensive- 
care program in this area. 


THE TWO MEN will leave Tuesday 


for Los Angeles, where they will 
spend three days studying the Los An- 
geles County paramedic 
stystem. 


Over the next five months, they also 
will make trips to Kansas City, Kan.; 
Columbus, Ohio; Seattle, Wash.; and 
Baltimore, Md. 


A third paramedic, 
Firefighter 


Lynn Parks of Los Angeles County, 
will study five other departments, the 
first being Elk Grove Village, some- 
time in January. 


"We will look at what the regional 


differences are in the operation of the 
paramedic programs," 'Goss said. 
"Our observations then will be used 
as a tool to improve the registry 
guidelines and possibly to suggest new 
training programs." 


Goss said the fire departments cho- 


sen for the study were selected as 
they are nationally known as "pro- 
gressive, energetic areas" for para- 
medic programs. 


THE PARAMEDICS will be "very 


active observers," Goss said. They 
will go on emergency runs and ob- 
serve procedures at hospitals, com- 
munication centers and in training. 


Hulett, in his original proposal, 


said, "A comparison and evaluation of 
these (paramedic) experiences could 
prove a valuable tool . . . This ex- 
change would facilitate the com- 
parison of skills, techniques, equip- 
ment, instrumentation (and the like) 
by people actually functioning in the 
field." 


The registry conducts a nationwide 


certification program for emergency 
medical technicians. Paramedic stan- 
dards are set by states, and training 
Is run by the area project director. 


The registry estimates that a min- 


imum of 50,640 paramedics will be 
needed to insure "national coverage" 
of the program.

More funds asked 
for transit study 


Schaumburg transportation com- 


mittee officials will seek more federal 
money to pay for the increased cost of 
an area public transit study. 


Committee chairman Fred Dietrich 


said he has been advised by Jack E. 
Leisch Associates, consultants who 
prepared the study, that their costs 
for the project exceed a $28,000 bid 
approved last year. 


Dietrich said the consultants in- 


curred an additional $7,500 in costs for 
furnishing SO copies of the final report 
as well as for drafting a demonstra- 
tion transportation system not out- 
lined in the village's original proposal. 


The firm was retained last year to 


survey the public transportation needs 
of the Schaumburg-Hoffman Estates 
area. 


TWO-THIRDS OF the basic cost of 


the study has been paid with a federal 
planning grant, supplemented by state 
funds. Hoffman Estates pledged $2,000 
toward the cost for the project with 
remaining costs to be paid by 
Schaumburg. 


Dietrich said extra charges totaled 


$12,616, explaining a Northwestern Il- 
linois Planning Commission trans- 
portation representative has assured 
him two-thirds of the extra charges, 
or about $8,400, can be federally fun- 
ded. 


Although the final report has been 


completed, neither village board has 
taken action on the consultants' pro- 
posal to begin combined dial-a-ride 
and subscription bus service.

tics from recent weeks. Unemploy- 
ment fell from 8.6 to 8.3 per cent, a 
sharp drop, and down significantly 
from the recession's peak of 9.2 per 
cent in May. But total employment, a 
more significant indication of the na- 
tion's economic health, also declined. 


On the inflation front, another mix- 


ed picture: the cost of living, reflec- 
ting consumer prices, rose when last 
measured, in October, at a sharp 
rate. But wholesale prices, in Novem- 
ber, recorded a zero change — mainly 
because volatile food prices declined 
enough to offset increases in industri- 
al prices. 


The index of economic indicators, 


which is intended to foretell the econ- 


omy's future path, declined in Octo- 
ber, for the second straight month. 


Here is a summary of the latest fig- 


ures: 


• UNEMPLOYMENT: Unemploy- 


ment fell 0.3 per cent to 8.3 per cent 
in November — the sharpest decline

Unemploy- 
ment fell from 8.6 to 8.3 per cent, a 
sharp drop, and down significantly 
from the recession's peak of 9.2 per 
cent in May. But total employment, a 
more significant indication of the na- 
tion's economic health,-also declined. 


On the inflation front, another mix- 


ed picture: the cost of living, reflec- 
ting consumer prices, rose when last 
measured, in October, at a sharp 
rate. But wholesale prices, in Novem- 
ber, recorded a zero change — mainly 
because volatile food prices declined 
enough to offset increases in industri- 
al prices. 


The index of economic indicators, 


which is intended to foretell the econ- 


omy's future path, declined in Octo- 
ber, for the second straight month.

Officials seek to settle 
$68,000 water bill, talk 


A disputed $68,000 water bill will be 


one item discussed 
today 
when 


Mount Prospect officials begin nego- 
tiations with Citizens Utilities Co. for 
the purchase of lines in the New Town 
area. 


Mayor Robert D. Teichert said the 


village's three-man negotiating team 
will discuss the disputed water bill 
when it travels to Connecticut today 
for the first round of negotiations. 


The bill resulted from an old con- 


tractual agreement that dates back to 
the village purchase of the small utili- 
ty company that serviced the Mount 
Shire area. At that time, the utility 
company had no water source of its 
own and had to purchase water from 
Citizens Utilities. 


"WHEN WE bought the utility, we 


had to take on the contractual obliga- 
tions," Teichert said, noting the utility 
and the village have had disputes on 
the matter ever since. 


Teichert said a shortage of water in 


the area eventually prompted the vil- 
lage to connect the utility with the vil- 
lage water system. He said when the 
village installed a new well in the 
southern part of the village "we
